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Mountjoy concerned 
with clearing poll 


registration 


Because of Assemblyman Richard L. 
Mountjoy’s concern about the need to 
purge the “deadwood” from the voting 
registration polls, he has authored a bill 
that he says will remove approximately 
1 million ineligible voters. He said the ex¬ 
isting system does not work and creates 
an atmosphere of fraud. 

“A positive purge is absolutely ne¬ 
cessary to protect the voting system and 
our form of government, he said recent¬ 
ly in a Capitol press conference. Esti¬ 
mates of the number of ineligibie voters 
vary. The Secretary of State says the dead- 
wo^ ranges between 890,000 and 1.2 
million. Last year, the head of Mondaie’s 
campaign told Sacramento reporters that 
30 percent, 3 million names, on a com¬ 
puter tape of voters did not exist. 

“As an elected official, it is my re¬ 
sponsibility to help ensure the integrity 
of the baliot. I am carrying legislation to 
change the current purge method which 
subjects the election process to possible 
fraud. Furthermore, I am opposed to pro¬ 
posals to eliminate registration deadiines 
and allow voters to register at the poiis. 
Eiection-day voting serves oniy to open 
the door to corruption,’’ he declared. 

The Assemblyman’s comments were 
directed at a bill by Assemblyman John 
Vasconcellos to eliminate voter registra¬ 
tion deadiines. Vasconceilos’ proposai at¬ 
tempts to increase voter turnout by mak¬ 
ing it easier for citizens to vote. 

Mountjoy and others, inciuding Se¬ 
cretary of State March Fong Eu, feel 
such a measure would Jeopardize the 
election process and hamper the abiiity 
of poii workers to verify the residency 
and citizenship of potentiai voters. 

Citing the experiences of the few 
states which aliow instant registration. 
Mountjoy referred to the attempted take¬ 
over of a rural Oregon county by the 
Bagwhen Rajneesh cult in Oregon. 

In this election effort, cuit members 
took advantage of election-day registra¬ 
tion by busing in the homeless from 
across the country to gain control of 
Wasco County. Last November, outraged 
voters repealed election-day registration 
and established a 20-day deadline. 

A survey by the California Secre¬ 
tary of State also supports the conclu¬ 
sion that election-day registration will not 
result In greater voter participation. 

According to 555 survey responses, 
only 1.4 percent of those who vote claim 
one of the reasons was convenience and 
only six percent believe making regis¬ 
tration easier would increase turnout. 

“If our goal is greater participation, 
we must first purge the deadwood on the 
rolls to analyze and design effective voter 
turnout programs,’’ the Assemblyman con¬ 
cluded.

The largest breakthrough technology has 
made in cataract surgery is a small inci¬ 
sion.

But when 
flexible .silicone lenses become available that 
could be folded for insertion into smaller 
incisions, it created a need for a way to 
remove the cataract through a smaller inci- 


Enter the phacoemulsifier, a miniature 
ultra-sound generator that disintegrates cat¬ 
aracts by bombarding them with high-energy 
vibrations. In a matter of minutes, this tiny 
probe can reduce even the most hardened 
cataract into grains that can be evacuated from 
the eye in a wash of .saline solution. 

As the phacoemulsifier made it possible 
to remove cataracts through small incisions, 
flexible lenses were developed that can be in¬ 
serted through those small incisions. Today’s 
procedure — removing cataracts and implant¬ 
ing optically-corrected lenses through truly 
small incisions — will be downsized again. 

Another generation of equipment and 
lenses is on the way that will permit oper¬ 
ating through even smaller incisions — but 
that may not happen for another decade. 
1n the meantime, technology^has provided a 
wonderful gift.

Applications open 
for rent, homeowners, 
assistance from state 


More than 250,000 
elderly and disabled Cal¬ 
ifornia homeowners and 
renters have begun re¬ 
ceiving their applieations 
for assistance, according 
to the Franchise Ta.x 
Board. 

To qualify for the an¬ 
nual Homeowner or 
Renter Assistance, claim¬ 
ants must be at least 
62 years old, blind or 
totally disabled as of De¬ 
cember 31, 1986, and 
have $12,000 or less in 
total household income 
in 1986. 

The filing period be¬ 
gins May 18 and runs 


through August 31. These 
claimants who have filed 
in the past two years are 
advised to wait until they 
receive thier labeled 
forms before filing. Use 
of the peel-off label 
saves processing time. 

Homeowners can re¬ 
ceive from 4 percent to 
96 percent of the pro¬ 
perty tax paid on $34,000 
assessed full market val¬ 
ue of their home. Rent¬ 
ers can receive assistance

This year an estimated

Angeles homeowners re¬

Maybe you’re going to 
hire a contractor to ex¬ 
pand the attic, add a 
fourth bedroom, redo 
the kitchen, or remodel 
a bathroom. 

A University of Cali¬ 
fornia Cooperative Ex¬ 
tension specialist advises 
you check a contractor’s 
background carefully and 
protect yourself with a 
' good contract: 

• Karen Schnittgrund, 
consumer economics/ 
management specialist, 

UC Riverside, says it’s 
wise to find out if the 
contractor has a perma¬ 
nent business location and 
a good reputation with 
local banks and suppliers. 

It usually takes three to 
five years to establish 
a financially sound busi¬ 
ness. Find out how tong 
the contractor has been 
in business. 

A contractor also 
should have a good 
reputation with custom¬ 
ers. Contact the Better 
Business Bureau in your 
area and ask if it has 
any outstanding com¬ 
plaints about the con¬ 
tractor. 

Ask the contractor for 
a list of current and pre¬ 
vious customers. Contact 
them and inspect the con¬ 
tractor’s in-progress and 
completed jobs. Check 
for quality of workman¬ 
ship and materials. Ask 
the individuals if the work 
was completed in a time¬ 
ly manner and if they 
would hire the same con¬ 
tractor again. 


Make sure the contrac¬ 
tor is licensed. Contrac¬ 
tors are licensed to pro¬ 
tect the public from in¬ 
competent, inexperienced 
and unlawful ones. You 
can check on a contrac¬ 
tor’s license by contact¬ 
ing the state contractor’s 
Licensing Board. There 
are district offices through¬ 
out the state. Check you 
local phone directory for 
the one nearest you. 

Any contractor you 
hire should have work¬ 
men’s compen.sation and 
general liability insur¬ 
ance. 

Be sure you can com¬ 
municate easily and feel 
comfortable with the con¬ 
tractor. Have a signed 
contract before work be¬ 
gins. Misunderstandings 
during the course of a 
project can lead to cost 
overruns and delays. 

Information which 
must be in your contract 
includes the name, ad¬ 
dress and license number 
of the contractor; the 
approximate starting date 
and completion date of 
the project; a description 

of all work to be done 
and material to be used; 
the payment schedule; 
and the address of the 
contractor’s license board 
to which inquiries and 
complaints may be direct¬ 
ed. 

To avoid misunder¬ 
standings, the contrac¬ 
tor’s board recommends 
that your contract also 
include the following: It 
should state the specific 


details of work to be 
done down to the num¬ 
ber of coats of paint on 
the walls. A detailed ma¬ 
terials list and complete 
drawings of the proposed 
work should be attached 
to the ocontract. These 
attachments should speci¬ 
fy the manufacturer’s 
name, model number, and 
color of appliances and 
bathroom fixtures. The 
contract should specify 
that appliances are in¬ 
stalled according to manu¬ 
facturer’s instructions. If 
not properly installed, 
the appliance may not 
operate and your war¬ 
ranty may be voided. You 
bear the cost of repairs. 

Your contract should 
state that all work is to 
be done in accordance 
with applicable building 
codes. If the inspector 
requires some of the work 
to be redone, it will be 
done at the contractor’s 
expense. The contractor 
should also accept the 
responsibility for all build¬ 
ing permits and other 
paperwork. 

A statement should be 
included specifying that 
changes, substitutions, or 
additons be approved in 
writing by you and the 
contractor before work 
proceeds. 

The contract should 
have details of the con¬ 
tractor’s liability insur¬ 
ance and workman s 
compensation insurance. 
That prevents your re¬ 
sponsibility for contrac¬ 
tor’s bills to suppliers 


and subcontractors. It 
frees you from the lia¬ 
bility of workers being 
injured on your property. 
The contractor should 
also agree in writing to 
be responsible for the 
repair of any damage he 
or she may do while 
working on your property. 


Be sure the contract 
includes plans for stor¬ 
age of materials, clean 
up, and removal of de¬ 
bris when the job is com¬ 
plete. The cleaning and 
removal should be fin¬ 
ished before the job is 
complete, before the final 
payment is made. 

A payment schedule 
should be part of your 
contract. California law 
limits the amount a con¬ 
tractor may require as a 
down payment to $1000 
or 10 percent of the total 
price of the contract. Ad¬ 
ditional payments may 
cover only the value of 
work already done. Be¬ 
fore you pay the last in¬ 
stallment, obtain from 
the contractor all receipts 
and waiver of lien rights 
of suppliers and subcon¬ 
tractors. This proves that 
all materials and subcon¬ 
tractors have been paid 
in full. Without this 
proof, you may find you 
have paid the contrtac- 
tor in full, but he or 
she has not paid all the 
suppliers. A supplier or 
subcontractor could then 
put a lien on your prop¬ 
erty for the unpaid 
amount.

Methodist views 30th anniversary

life cycle of caring at Methodist, Meyer said. This 
also includes examination of the mothers-to-be and 
pre-birth analysis for possible abnormalities so that 
the doctor, parents and the hospital are prepared. 

The hospital offers technology with increasing 
attention to genetic factors as well as inlertility diag¬ 
noses of both females and males. 

“In terms of hospital care, next would be pedi¬ 
atric visits. Today, three-fourths of the pediatric 
admissions are acute—primarily surgical or relating 
to the inability to breathe,” Meyer explained. 

“In the second season we’re looking at young 
people in their 20s and 30s who tend to require less 
medical care. The emphasis here changes to pre¬ 
vention. This is why Health Maintenance (HMOs) 
and Preferred Provider (PPOs) are so popular with 
those in this age group,” Meyer said. 

He continued, “In that age bracket there are 
few surgeries—mostly sports-related injuries and 
emergency care. Here there is a dual direction in 
which they also look to the health of their children.” 

And now comes the bridge to the third season: 
those people in their late 40s and 50s. Meyer said, 
“This is when health problems start to show up 
such as genetic patterns, environmental patterns 
and years of bad habits such as those attributed 
to smokers and to substance abusers.” 

Meyer continued, “As a nation, an enormously 
high percentage of medical expenses is spent on the 
last, or fourth, season of life, those people in their 
60s and over. These costs, of course, have to do 
with the technology and potential ability to prolong 
or save lives. As a nation we’ve adopted the plan to 
go all out to prolong lives. Americans think there 
is nothing too good for the aging American but the 
government is not paying (as much for Medicare). 
In the next 10 years there will be a tremendous con- 
nict between the government and people. Before 
the year 2000 1 believe people who have the ability 
to pay will start picking up the costs of some ol their 
own care. The government focus will be on the indi¬ 
gent only.” 

The president of Methodist Hospital pointed 
out the medical technology that has come out of the 
space age as well as earlier, from WWll. 

“Open heart surgery was one of the results of 
World War 11. Men’s chests were opened during 
battle and the doctors got used to open heart 
surgery. Other traumas from the war were extensive 


Meyer was executive vice president of Pacific 
Presbyterian Hospital Corporation in San Francisco 
before coming to Methodist. 

Looking into the future, Meyer said, computer¬ 
ization will have an enormous impact in the direction 
of medicine. Examples are the Computerized Axial 
Tomography (C.AT) scan and the Magnetic Reson¬ 
ance Imaging (MRl) in which doctors can literally 
sec through the body. 

Meyer explained that the hospital opened in 
1957 as a 138-bcd general hospital with a small 
psychiatric area. Today there arc 345 beds with a 
separate psychiatric institute. 

What changes does Meyer sec in general medi¬ 
cine? An acute hospital will be used for the truly 
acute cases. There will be a swing toward critical 
care and intensive medicine. The inpatient hospital 
will be treating the truly acute cases and outpatient 
cases will continue to rise in number dramatically 
since so many more types ot surgery arc being done 
in this area of the hospital. Meyer explained. 

What docs he sec in the stars for Methodist? 
“We’ll be as comprehensive as possible to serve 
the total needs of people in the San Gabriel 
Valley. Methodist has the finest facilities available 
with a high level of technology.” 

What docs the president of Methodist Hospital 
strive for as the first priority? “The truly distinguish¬ 
ing factor that I want is the personal, caring touch 
with high tech assistance. People need the touching 
care of the staff. The origins of the hospital in 
downtown Los Angeles came from the Christian 
concern of the Methodist women with healing as 
part of their mission,” he concluded. 

Meyer has lived in Sierra Madre for almost 2': 
years .since he took over as president of Methodist. 
He attended Pomona for two years and received a 
hospital administrator’s degree from San Jose State. 
He also received his MBA from San Jose State and 
served as a lieutenant in the Air Force for four 
years as administrative officer in the manned space 
program in El Segundo, Calif.

Susan Hartley said, ‘Our Homeowners’ Associ¬ 
ation has been developed lo preserve single family 
nature of ihc cily.” 

Shelley Pope said, “There arc no further needs 
in this community for condos . . . The developer is 
only here lo make more money.” 

Dcvcioper Rossiler’s rebuttal stated lhal no 
growth is a dangerous attitude. “Controlled growth 
is needed...It makes sense...The city missed ihe 
boat in not making all Sierra Madre Blvd. R-3.” 

The commissioners spoke: Chairman Hutchin¬ 
son said lhat the principle of the General Plan must 
bc proleclcd. Commissioner Matlie Kirk, who re¬ 
signed al this meeting, said, “Times have changed. 
Thc past is not as good as we remember. The present 
is not as bad as we perceive. I am not in favor of 
this zone change.” 

Commissioner Ross Tyree noted, “The General 
Plan recommends lhat we consider rezoning some of 
the R-3 back to R-I.’’ 

Commissioner Fred Wesley said, “The General 
Plan does not need a review...Some R-3 should be 
rezoiicd as they -ire deep in R-l areas.” 

Commissioner Harry Show said he was pleased 
lo see so much civic interest. 

Tyree made the motion that the application 
bc denied and it passed unanimously.

the Cultural Heritage Commission is “an advisory 
board to the council.” 

Then Doug Berkshire picked apart the draft 
and said that it was too general. “It leaves itself 
open to all kinds of interpretations.” 

He questioned whether the commission had 
the right to imped a so-called cultural landmark 
without the owner’s permission. “Do you get a 
search warrant?” He asked if all officers and em¬ 
ployees of the city would have to "cooperate fully 
with and render all reasonable assistance to the 
Cultural Heritage Commission,” as stated in the 
draft. 

“This is the first time one commission (Cul¬ 
tural Heritage), advises another commission (Plan¬ 
ning Commission). They can designate a whole dis¬ 
trict as a landmark. All of downtown could be 
designated and no one could do a thing.” 

Councilman Crow said, “We’re being asked to 
vote on one ordinance (that which shows the or¬ 
ganization of the commission) before we sec the 
other (preservation ordinance). This is not specific 
enough.’’ 

He made a motion to see both parts, “the 
full package,” before voting on one part. 

Commission Chairman Dane Lenton chided 
the council for questioning an ordinance written 
by thc city attorney. “We wrote you a preserva¬ 
tion ordinance a year ago and it died . . . The 
commission doesn’t know how to communicate 
with you.” 

The council decided to call a sudy session with 
the city attorney before meeting en masse with the 
Cultural Heritage Commission. 

In other business, Joan Reichardt, who pre¬ 
pared the Sierra Madre application for the Main 
Street Program, urged the City Council to authorize 
soliciting ihe state to underlake a self-initiated pro¬ 
gram which, she believes, would promise great help 
to the city of Sierra Madre. 

The city was turned down this year as one of 
the five demonstration cities but can apply next 
year. There is no charge for the services. 

Reichardt said, “There is great need in our 
community to increase sales tax. Every merchant I
